The Americans were rescued by a 
security policeman and two German 
civilians, who locked arms and sur- 
rounded them, accepting a pelting of 
sticks, stones, and umbrellas in defense 
of the couple until they were able to 
escort them to the police station in 
Potsdam. 

Protectors Are Beaten. 

During the attack the policeman and 
the two German civilians were unable 
to quiet the crowd, members of which 
were shouting “ Foreigners!” “ French 
people!” Nor could they entireiy 
shield the Americans. Mr. Tobinson 
was beaten about the head and shoul- 
ders and his wife received a bruised 
nose. Also her hat was torn from her 
head and she was beaten. 

“The mob,’ Mr. Tobinson said, “was 
neited by an old woman who thought 
we were French. The crowd attacked 
us and chased us from Sans Souci park 
to Potsdam. It is my opinion that 
we would have been killed except for 
one policeman and two German civi-

Long Researches Made. 
Mr. Voynich told of his researches 
which led to the discovery of the manu- 
script, saying he was compelled to 
read the biographies of several hundred 
persons to find one which shed any 
light upon it. This coneerned John 
Dee, who Shakespeare said “had 
volumes he prized more than his duke- 
dom.” Dee, it appears, came into pos- 
session of the manuscript, now owned 
by Mr. Voynich. 
Mr. Voynich pointed out that among 
the persons who were influenced by 
Roggr Bacon through the medium of 
John Dee, was the great English 
philosopher, Sir Francis Bacon, who 
lived 30¢@ years later, and who is be- 
lieved by some persons to have been 
the author of works attributed gener- 
ally to Shakespeare. 
The reason given for Roger Bacon’s 
reticence about his discoveries is that 
both in England and France, in which’ 
countries he lived [1214-1294], he 
feared persecution for “ witchcraft.” 
By some students of the ciphers he is 
held to have possessed the greatest 
mind in the history of human life.

To the bureaucratic mind there is but one way 
to cure unfair methods or wasteful processes, and 
that is to appoint a government monitor to correct 
them. Perhaps we are headed that way, that Is, 
toward state socialism. But if we are, let us at 
least know what we are doing. Individualists do 
not believe that the evils resulting from private 
initiative are incurable by private initiative and 
they believe that at worst such evils are less de- 
structive of progress and prosperity than the bur- 
den of a vast officialdom with its exactions, its 
routine, its want of invention and enterprise. 4 

Inequities and wastes there are a plenty in the 
free competitive system. No one denies that. But 
the American people, who have heen able in spite 
of them to reach the highest level of materia! pros- 
perity and the widest distribution of it in the world, 
would do well to think twice before they give them- 
selves up to this plausible drift away from their 
‘ policies and principles into the Saragossa sea of 
bureaucracy. 

Voluntary codperative organization by ‘agricul- 
tural producers and by consumers for their own 
benefit should be fostered, but by freedom, not by 
government intervention, We hope to see a great 
advance in our economic efficiency and in the elim- 
ination of wasteful processes through such volun- 
tary collective action. But this is private initiative 
and its benefits should not be offset by the exten- 
sion of meddlesome bureaucracy. 7

In other words, it is vital to the security of the 
nation that America shall not be caught, in case of 
war, without an adequate and up to date air service 
on land and sea. Whether or not the famous mill- 
tary and naval experts who have declared the next 
war will be won in the air or under the water are 
correct, it is clear that the air service will play an 
even greater role in any new conflict than it did in 
the late war.

building stagnation? Come out with a 
straight declaration of the open shop, 
offering a fair rate of wages, say from 


quantity and quality of work each man 


can produce. So long as union bosses 
are allowed to dictate where a man can 
work, what wages he can work for, etc., 
there can be no freedom for men who 
wish to give an honest day’s work for a 
fair day's wages. As an American whose 
ancestors on both sides have been in the 
United States for over 100 years I pro- 
test in the strongest manner against 
being dictated to by foreigners, for that 
is what a majority of the union bosses 
are. I was a union carpenter in Chicago 
for over twenty years and quit in dis- 
gust three years ago on account of the 
tactics of these men. Although I am a 
taxpayer in Chicago and have a home 
and family there, I am compelled to 
come outside to earn a living because I 
refuse to be bossed or grafted by the 
unions. Let some contractor have the 
courage to insert in the papers an ad- 
vertisement for carpenters at 80 cents to 
$1 per hour, nine hour day, and he will 
have many applicants. The present 
trouble lies in the fact it is more profit- 
able for a smal] ring of contractors to 
pay the graft to business agents and 
choke off competition. They well know 
they are preventing the building so bad- 
ly needed from starting, but so long as it 
is profitable to them to mAke secret deals 
with the union bosses they are willing 
to let both mechanics and the public 
suffer. It must not be inferred that a 
majority of mechanics are radical or 
unwilling to help to start building by 
accepting a reduction in wages. They 
are merely afraid of sluggers to speak 
their mind. Give them and their fami-

ASPARAGUS BEDS. 

T is better to start asparagus by 
planting seed if fresh plants can- 
not be secured. Beds started from 
seed produce tips large enough to 

use before the tips in beds started by 
transplanting are large enough to be 
eaten because the latter often fail to 
become established the first year. Rais- 
ing asparagus from seed is considered 
a waste of time, but many gardeners 
claim this method is generally a time 
saver in the end. 

As soon as the ground is warm 
enough to be worked the seed should 
be planted in rich, deep soil in a sunny 
corner of the garden. If grown along 
the fence, plant the seed in single 
rows or beds to allow for cultivation. 
Cultivate regularly and watch for in- 
sects,

Let them stand until both solp- 
tions are clear, then mix. Let the mix- 
ture stand a half day. after which the 
clear solution should be carefully poured 
into another tub. Immerse the tent in 
the mixture, sloshing it around so that 
every part is saturated. Let it remai 
in the mixture over night. Then rinse 
stretch. and dry. Before putting tent 
in the solution it should be rinsed. if a 
new tent, or washed if an old one, and 
dried.
